Hurricane Dennis made landfall during the afternoon of July 10th near Navarre Beach Florida as a category 3 Hurricane. The storm
moved north-northwest across Southwest Alabama and then into East-Central Mississippi and finally across Northeast Mississippi
during the overnight hours. Wind gusts over tropical storm force were common across areas east of a line from Starkville to Newton
to Hattiesburg. These winds caused several hundred trees to uproot or snap and took down numerous power lines. Additionally, a
total of 21 homes or businesses sustained minor to major damage from fallen trees or gusty winds. Here are a few locations with the
strongest measured wind gusts:
Meridian (Key Field) 59 mph
Meridian Naval Air Station 55 mph
Newton 40 mph
Columbus Air Force Base 43 mph
Pine Belt Airport 46 mph

Heavy rainfall was not a major issue as Dennis steadily moved across the region. Rainfall totals between 2 and 5 inches fell across
Eastern Mississippi over a 12 hour period. One indirect fatality occurred in Jasper county from a automobile accident due to wet
roads.

A couple of trees were blown down in Tchula. One tree fell on a mobile home causing major damage and the other on a vehicle
causing major damage.

A five day "heat wave" occurred across most of the region between July 23rd and 27th. A combination of the actual air temperature
and relative humidity values combined to produce heat indice values near 110 degrees each day. Additionally, each of these days had
high temperatures ranging from 95 to 99 degrees with overnight lows in the middle 70s. This turned out to be the warmest stretch of
weather, this region has seen, since July 2001. One heat stress related fatality occurred during this "heat wave" and it was in
Covington county on July 26.
